Judge Haileck wants to snow 
Garrison's intentions before he 
rules on the DA’s efforts to ob- 
tain autopsy photographs and 
X-rays of the assassinated 
president. They have been 
sealed in the National Ar- 
chives until 1971 at the request 
of the Kennedy family. 

IF NO EFFORT is to be 
tnade by Garrison to link the 
alleged Shaw conspiracy and 
the assassination, it is irre- 
Jevent where the shot that 
killed Kennedy came from, 
Judge Haileck reasons. 

Gerrisson contends the au- 
topsy records wfli show Ken- 
nedy was shot from more than 
one direction. The ^ Warren 
Commission investigating the 
slaying said he was shot only 
from the back, and Lee Har- 
vey Oswald alone was . in-
